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STUBBORN COMMUNIST FIGHTING SLOWS U. N. ADVANCE 


VAHDENBERG'S 
WAR POLICY 
UNDER FIRE 


Washington, 
May 
29—(JP)— 


Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, testify- 
ing in the senate's MacArthur in- 
quiry, came under'sharp fire to- 
day from 
Senator Hickenlooper 


(R-Iowa) who declared that Van- 
.denberg has been just as critical 
of Korean policy as Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur ever was. Hickenloop- 
er said it raised the question of 
whether Vandenberg should 
re- 


sign or be removed as air force 
chief of staff. 


Vandenberg in return 
denied 


that ha had disagreed with any 
United Nations policy as to Korea. 


He acknowledged writing in a 


magazine article last May 'that 
U. S. air power was made just 
about useless "when the United 
'Nations in an effort to avoid a 
diplomatic rupture with the Chi- 
nes* Communists halted offensive 
action at the Yalu river." 


But he told Hickenlooper: 
"I was explaining a result from 


military action. I was not advo- 
cating it." 


Hickenlooper 
contended that 


Vandenberg.'s comments, publish- 
ed in "Air Force" magazine, to- 
gether with other statements .he 
tSaid he would produce later, were 
' "Just as critical of U. N. policy 
z z x as anything that General 
MacArthur ever said." 


Vandenberg waa in the witness 


chair for the second day before 
the senate armed services and for- 
*ign relations committees, inves- 
tigating MacArthur's dismissal. 


On yesterday, Vandenberg said 


that as * member of the joint 
chiefs of staff he concurred in the 
''decision that MacArthur should 
be relieved. 


Today, Hickenlooper told him: 
"Now let me ask you this, be- 


j, cause you recommended or con- 
curred in his (MacArthurs') with- 
drawal, shouldn't you resign your 
commission or get out of the ser- 
vice or be recalled for criticizing 
U. N. policy?" 


Vandenberg said his published 


statement "is factual when you 
consider the point of time to which 
I was talking." 


"At that time," he said, "the 


United Nations forces were up 
close to the Yalu. There was very 
little distance between the Yalu 
and the front line where air power 
could operate against them, and 
»I was simply making a factual 
statement that when that condi- 
tion occurs, your air power is re- 
latively ineffective." 


Earlier, Vandenberg had testi- 


fied it was made clear to MacAr-

back on new autos for some time. 


Price Director Michael V. Di- 


salle said in a television show from 
New York last night the admin- 
istration wants authority -to li- 
cense all businesses so-they-can 
be put out of operation if they 
violate controls. 


Whiskey, wines, all bottles and 


beer bottles also got attention. 
Price control officials today took 
whiskey and wines off the gen- 
eral price freeze—which allowed 
prices to be set according to 
levels of last Dec. 19 to Jan. 25 
—and put them under a 
separ- 


ate regulation. It will allow some 
increases by permitting addition 
of higher costs of production. 


The .order lets beer and ale 


retailers charge higher deposits 
on bottles to the extent of replace- 
ment costs.

CHINESE LOSE 
TWODIVISIONS 
IN FOUR DAYS 


Tokyo, May 
29—(IP)—Commu- 


nist troops fighting 
stubbornly 


from their own hills today slowed 
the United Nations advance Into 
Red Korea. 


Two Chinese 
divisions 
were 


wiped out in a four day battle on 
the central front, south of the 38th 
parallel. The U. S. Eighth Army 
said the Chinese lost 18,000 men— 
killed, wounded or captured — In 
the single battle. 


Smaller, but equally stubborn 


fights raged across Korea north 
of 38. Allied troops were held to 
limited gains. Stiffest action was 
in the center of the 
peninsula 


where U. N. troops tried to seal 
off all Hwachon reservoir. 


South 
Korean 
troops were 


strung along the south bank of the 
reservoir about four miles east of 
the damsite. U. S. Marines were 
on the western end. American in- 
fantrymen fighting through strong 
opposition gained one mile Tues- 
day in their drive to reach 
its 


eastern end. 


A delayed and heavily censored 


dispatch from AP correspondent 
Tom Bradshaw said 
a powerful - 


U. N. task force 
bogged down 


Monday northeast of Inje. 


Bradshaw 
reported the task 


force had rumbled across the bod* 
ies in the night "with a 
duH 


crunching of human bones." 


Reds lining the hills northeast 


of the town slowed the tanks to a 
crawl with a series of road blocks 
and heavy mortar and automatic 
weapon fire, and finally halted it. 


Other armored units ran into 


the same trouble as they headed 
northwest toward 
Yanggu, 
10 


miles away on the end of Hwa- 
chon reservoir. AP correspondent 
Jim Becker reported 
Americans 


hacked out one mile 
Tuesday 


against rugged opposition. 


At its western tip U. S. Marines 


were engaged in 
sharp, 
fierce 


fights with Red Koreans east, west 
and north of the town of Hwachon. 
Hwachon is the central spearhead 
of the 125 mile U. N. battleline. 


Communist troops threw up stiff 


defenses against every other U. N. 
penetration to the west. 


On the western front, armored 


patrols Monday probed 
through 


Yonchon, six miles north of 38 and 
35 miles north of Seoul. But when 
infantry moved up Tuesday they 
found Communists on the hilltops 


j everywhere. The Reds opened up 
' with 76-MM. field guns and an ar- 
tillery battle flared. 


AP correspondent John Ran- 


dolph reported these Reds appar- 
ently were fighting to block Am- 
ericans from their Chorwon 
as- 


sembly area. 


Nasty hill fights developed all 


along the front. 


None, however, approached the 


scope of the four day battle on the 
central front where two Chines* 
divisions were eliminated.

Controversial Soft Drinks Tax Will 
Expire Automatically Next Thursday 


Harrisburg, May 29—(JP)—It's farewell on Thursday to Penn- 


sylvania's pop tax. 
v 


The levy of one cent on each 12 ounces or less of bottled soft 


drinks and a half cent on each ounce of fountain syrup used in car- 
bonated drinks expires automatically after four years of operation. 


It will have brought in $54,300,000 in revenue since first imposed 


in 1947. And even as the tax is about to go off the statute books by 
default,, bottlers were still insisting in the courts that it was never 
legal. 


Deputy Revenue Secretary W. H. Beachy estimated the revenue 


from the levy for the two years ended May 31 will have been $27,400,- 
000. That loss of revenue comes at^.

HONORINIG TODAY'S HEROIC DEAD 


Memorial Day belongs to every American who 


ever fought and died in battle. But to do them honor 
in 1951, we need not strain memory by casting our 
minds back to some past war. 


On the torn soil of Korea, Americans again are 


fighting and dying. It will be enough this Memorial 
Day if we honor these men for their courage and sac- 
rifice. Doing so, we will be remembering their broth- 
ers who fell in other wars. 


Nearly 12,000 American families do not have to be 


reminded of the meaning of this occasion. Their sons 
already have paid the supreme price in the cause of 
freedom for which they fought. 


' As for the rest of us, it is not always easy to 


remember. We here at home are enjoying the most 
prosperous condition any Americans have ever 
known. Our tables are well stocked with food, ejven 
though prices are high. Our streets are packed with 
new automobiles, and our living rooms enlivened by 
television sets. 


We may soon have to bear heavier taxes, to do 


without as many cars and TV sets as now roll off the 
lines, to endure shortages in a lot of things. But it 
will be surprising if even these hardships drive home 
to us the meaning of war. 


The politicians, labor leaders and others like to 


talk of "equality of sacrifice" in a crisis like that 
we're in. Of course there is no such thing, in reality. 
Working in a war plant, converting your factory to 
war products, paying every spare cent you -make to 
the^ government as taxes, living under rationing, 
whatever you name, it can't match fighting and dying 
on a battlefield. 


The men in the field naturally want you to make 


what sacrifices you can, for it means they are being 
supported to the hilt. But most of all, they.want to 
be remembered—right now—for the matchless sacri- 
fices THEY are making. 


When you read, for instance, that the heroic Sec- 


ond Division has borne the brunt of the Chinese Reds' 
newest offensive, you should know that this battered 
outfit fought doggedly in the Pusan beachhead, as a 
rear guard in last December's bitter retreat from the 
Yalu, and as an anchor in the unyielding line around 
Wonju last February. 


In the fighting above Wonju, at a place caled Chip- 


yongni, the Second's 23rd Regiment bravely 'repuls- 
ed the enemy for 48 hours while totally surrounded. 
Finally a column of tanks broke through to relieve 
them. When they started north through a narrow 
corridor of flanking enemy fire, the tanks had 125 
U. S. infantrymen clinging to their sides. When they 
reached the trapped 23rd, just eight of those 125 
were still unscathed. 


Remember the 117 who didn't make it. Remember 


the 23rd, and the Second Division and all the other 
divisons fighting in Korea. Read their stories in the 
newspapers and magazines. You will not find'any- 
thing else so real, so inspiring, so vital to the struggle 
for freedom in which we are irrevocably engaged. 


MACKENZIE RETIRING 


With his column of Saturday, June 2, we are sorry 


to announce, DeWitt MacKenzie, Associated Press 
foreign affairs analyst, whose articles have been ap- 
pearing in the Times-Mirror over a long period, is re- 
tiring, bringing to a close 41 years of AP work and 
23 years of columning. 


MacKenzie wrote his initial column on March 25, 


1928. It was the first of a personalized nature ever 
delivered by the Associated Press. The title was "A 
Yankee At Large," and it continued weekly from Lon- 
don while MacKenzie was AP's chief of bureau in the 
British capital. 


Later, from this side he commented on the foreign 


scene with regularity, but his analytical column went 
on a daily basis with the outbreak of World War n 
in 1939. It has continued on that basis since. 


MacKenzie always has written in a highly person- 


alized vein and with a stylistic approach that has ap- 
pealed to millions of readers of hundreds of papers 
around the world. His type of column is strictly his 
own. 


That is one of the reasons there will be no re- 


placement for the present.

WASHINGTON COLUMN 


Science Has Done Wonders 
Streamlining Farm Animals

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—If animal husbandry scientists -could do 
™ as much for the human race as they have done in improving 
livestock and poultry down on the farm, there might be some hope 
for mankind in the future. For science has now made a good start 
on completely redesigning farm animals to meet modern age food 
requirements. 
* 


The hog has been completely streamlined to produce more lean: 


meat and to mature more rapidly. 
Dairy cattle breeds have been 


developed that give 20 per cent more milk. Beef cattle strains have 
been produced in which the calves weigh 100 pounds at birth instead 
of the usual 80. And steers have been developed which mature at 
900 pounds weight in 15 months'instead of the usual 18, at a 20 per 
cent saving in feed. The Columbia sheep, bred for the U. S. inter- 
mountain range, produces not only more wool but more meat. 


In poultry, the scientists develop breeds either larger or smaller— 


anything to meet modern market requirements. 


On chickens, the poultry raisers do all sorts of weird things. Sex- 


ing young chicks to produce more tender-breasted pullets is common 
practice. But now, careful examination of day-old chicks will .reveal 
whether they will develop feathers quickly or slowly. Early develop- 
ment of wing feathers is a sign of rapid growth, and that's the index 
in culling flocks to keep only those that will make good.broilers. 
TOURING and since the last war, there have been important dis- 
MJ coveries in poultry feed research. The need for protein in poultry 
feed has long been known. During the war soybeans were substituted 
for animal protein, but that feed reduced the hatchability of the eggs. 


A chance discovery showed that dried cow manure fed to hens 


whose eggs were to be hatched increased livability of the chicks. The 
elusive element that made the difference was then discoverd. It was 
a new vitamin, B-12, which is now produced synthetically. 
With B-12 


in the feed, chicks mature into three-pound broilers in two weeks, 
less time and two pounds less feed. 


Most milk drinkers probably never heard of it, but a discovery of 


some years ago revealed that feed flavors and odors can be trans- 
mitted to the milk directly through the body of the cow. So it's 
standard practice now to feed after milking, instead of before. 


The discovery that summer butter had 60 per cent more vitamin A 


than butter made in winter led to a new line,of feed research. The 
difference was due to the greener summer feed. Over 50 per cent of 
the protein and 90 per cent of the carotene was lost between harvesting 
and feeding. The answer was found to be in new methods of handling 
silage, to save more of the vitamins. 
ATOMIC science figures in some of this feed research. A radio- 
<t* active "tracer" element is put in superphosphate fertilizer. The 
clover grown on the fertilized soil is then fed to a cow. The cow 
feeds its milk to a calf. After a month, the calf's bones are analyzed. 
In that way science is learning how much superphosphate fertilizer 
to use to properly develop the bones in cattle. 


Artificial breeding of cattle now provides service for more than 


10 per cent of the nation's dairy cows. It makes possible great up- 
grading of herds. Because scientists can now accurately predict milk 
production and meat production of calves when they mature by the 
records of proved sires. 
', 
Cross-breeding of cattle Is also producing wonders. At the Belts- 


ville, Md., experimenl station are several first generation heifers bred. 
from a cross of Red Smdhi, Indian cattle, and American Jerseys. It's 
too early to tell, but the hope is that out of these strains will com*, 
a new breed of dairy cattle that will thrive in Ion* bot

Prospects of Hew 
Field Being Tapped 
In Glade Township 


Oil and gas Interests in this 


area are voicing considerable en- 
thusiasm over the prospects for 
the new field being tapped in the 
Old Quaker Ridge section in Glade 
township near Scandia. 


Latest gas well 'to be drilled 


in that section was completed last 
Tuesday. It proved a good sup- 
plier, and already has been con- 
nected to a feeder line. 


Records indicate that this area 


was searched for oil and gas back 
in 1877 and again in 1880, but 
that the tests apparently touched 
only on the outer rim of the pool. 


Again in 1916, some tests were 


made, but the pool, which Is de- 
scribed as a trap structure, was 
not tapped. Then in 1923, some 
wells actually were drilled and the 
gas connected to pipe lines. How- 
ever, there was no particular 
market for the gas at that time 
due to industrial conditions, and 
the lines were taken up. 


The field was idle then Until 


around 1936 when several oil wells 
were drilled, which produced a few 
thousand barrels of oil. 
These 


wells are still good producers. 


Drilling for natural gas was 


started in this section five years 
ago, and since then 20 wells have 
been drilled, all with good results. 
The wells have produced millions 
of cubic feet of gas, all from 
excellent gas sand and over a wide 
area, and indications are that 
there is still a large section yet 
to be developed. 


Heavy investors in the area are 


Enterprise Gas Co. of New York. 
Recently other drillers, namely, 
Bell and Cook of Warren, 
and 


John Streik and Son, also of 
Warren, entered the field and will 
be busy for some time drilling 
additional wells. 
• The operations are expected to 
materially increase the supply of 
both oil and gas In this section. 
Plans also are under way to. 
search other fields in -the same 
general area.

Union School thereby have provid- 
ed religious instruction for 257 
young people who otherwise would 
have had little or none. 


The treasurer. W. P. Taylor, re- 


ported the Union School has a 
budget of 92,500. that all bills 
are paid, and there are funds suf- 
ficient to meet the cost of sup- 
plies for the coming year. With 
the school operating on a 30-week 
basis, the cost per pupil per year 
is $4.43. 


The^ doean pointed out that in- 


dications are there will be a ntuch 
larger enrollment for the coming 
year and the school will need more 
teachers. 


Warren was one of the com- 


munities which pioneered in this 
movement and one of the very few 
that can report all high school 
students enrolled in weekday re- 
ligious education classes, either in 
the Union School or in special 
church classes.

Network for Penna 
Dep't of Highways 


Harrisburg, — After several 


years of experimentation 
with 


high 
frequency 
radio-telephone 


communications, the Pennsylvania 
Department of Highways has in- 
stalled a state-wide network, Sec- 
retary of Highways Ray F. Smock 
announced today. 


The equipment will be used only 


for 
emergency 
communications 


during snow and Ice storms, floods 
or other disaster. Principal use, 
on the basis of experience during 
the experiemental stage, will be 
probably for the transfer of snow 
plow equipment to points of great- 
est need. 


The network, which operates on 


a frequency modulated wave of 
47.30 under the general call let- 
lets KGB with numerals added 
to designate the different stations, 
will be on 24-hour daily year 
round duty. 


The central station has been 


Installed on top of the Dauphin 
mountain adjacent to the State 
Police transmitter. At present 350 
receivers 
and transmitters are 


tied into the net. Sixty-seven of 
them are land stations while the 
remainder are mobile, 
two-way 


receivers and transmitters. Au- 
thority has been secured from the 


Federal 
Communications Com- 


mission to expand to 650 stations, 
if and whe nthe need arises. 


The network is under the im- 


mediate direction of N. A. Staples, 
Chief Engineer in Charge of Main- 
tenance with headquarters in Har- | 
risburg. The equipment has been 
leased from the Bell Telephone' 
Co. and Raymond Rosen Co.

Fixed stations have been estab- 


lished in the offices of each of the 
66 county maintenance superin-, 
tendents—Cameron and Elk are 
operated as a single unit under 
the Department of Highways or- 
ganization.
